N ext Tuesday is election day, and each voter who steps into the 
polls will be handed a ballot that is filled with camouflaged dynam ite 
— most of it in Propositions num bered 1, 13, 20 and 25. 
T here are, no doubt, many conscientious people who plan to 
vote “n o ” on No. 1 and “yes” on the other three, believing sincere­ 
ly that by doing so they will help the so-called “ under dog” ; and 
there are probably many others who will vote that same way just 
because they arc ready to do anything to upset the " hole scheme of 
things in order to bring about chaos and eventual overthrow of gov­ 
ernm ent. 
In this editorial we are more concerned with the first group, for 
we, too, are interested in bettering the conditions of the wage earner 
and the small business man. 
If Proposition No. 1 carries, it will do more to save California 
industry and agriculture, and organized labor itself, than anything 
else that could be done. 
A lthough it recognizes the right of em ­ 
ployes to strike and bargain collectively, it defines what constitutes 
lawful and unlawful picketing and boycotting, and prohibits seizure 
of private property, coercion, intim idation and “goon squads. 
In 
other words, it provides for the peaceful solution of labor disputes, 
which means more to the man who m ust depend upon his job for a 
livelihood than it does to the millionaire who has the means to tnov’e 
to some other state w here he can have protection for himself, his 
employes and his property.

T his newspaper is concerned with the fate of the rich man in­ 
sofar as it affects the fate of the larger num ber of common people, 
although we are so bold as to make the statem ent that the few rich 
men we know are truly interested in the welfare and prosperity of 
the common people—but most of the employers are not rich. 
H ow ­ 
ever, the rich man won’t starve, and he can take care of himself, but 
if we drive him and his factory and his money out of the state, we 
are not so sure what will happen to his employes and the rest of us. 
T he working man is entitled to peace and security and protec­ 
tion in his job, and for th at reason we say 
Vote “ YES” On No. 1

Proposition No. 13, sometimes called the G arrison Bond Act, is 
merely an attem pt to set aside the law that requires a two-thirds ma­ 
jority vote on bond issues, and would perm it the issuance of bonds 
to finance public utility districts on a bare m ajority vote. T here is a 
great deal that could be said against this am endm ent and very little 
for it, but we believe the principal reason w hy the A ct should be 
defeated is that it would have a disastrous effect on the value of Cali­ 
fornia bonds, to permit the 5,000-odd political subdivisions of Cali­ 


fornia to create public utility districts and borrow unlimited amounts 
of money, if possible, by a vote of only a m ajority of the people of 
such districts.

IS IT A S H O W D O W N ? 


ASKS W R IT E R 


Three weeks ago the Government 
of the United States delivered to the 
Mikado's ministers in Tokyo a note 
that certainly reads like a call for a 
showdown. 
"Are you or are you not 
going to make good on the promises 
about the Open Door and the treat­ 
ment of Americans in China which 
you have repeatedly made and which 
you so persistently break?" In polite 
language, but none the less positively, 
the note tells Japan relations between 
the two countries depend on an early 
reply. 
That was three weeks ago. Yet the 
State Department, releasing the note, 
says nothing about a reply. 
Presum­ 
ably there has been none. 
A "spokes­ 
man" in Japan is quoted as saying 
that it is not yet determined whether 
there will be one. 
What, then, becomes of the call for 
a showdown? 
If It is trne that there 
has been no reply, and that there may 
be none, then it must be apparent that 
the Japanese government 
does 
not 
take seriously a showdown call from 
our Government. 
It must think we do 
not mean it and will not do anything 
about it, anyway. 
Is Japan much 
to 
be hlamed for 
thinking so? 
Has our Government 
done anything, 
except 
write 
notes, 
about anything 
that 
lias 
happened 
since Japan began her arrogant course 
on the mainland of Asia? 
It is pos­ 
sible that Japan misunderstands us. 
If so, we are the ones who have fool­ 
ed her. 
We have done none of the 
things Japan would have done under 
the same circumstances. 
These are 
the kind of things, and the only kind, 


Japan understands in disputes between 
nations. 
We have before referred to the fact 
that when the first Roosevelt called 
for a showdown, he meant it. Admiral 
Dewey had his orders, and the Ger­ 
man government knew it and that was 
the reason the kaiser countermanded 
his order to his fleet 
to 
seize 
the 
Venezuelan ports. 
This comparison, however, 
is 
not 
entirely fair to the present Roosevelt. 
Theodore Roosevelt as President could 
call for a showdown 
and 
mean 
it. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt 
as 
President 
cannot call for a showdown under the 
same circumstances. 
The difference 
is one of eras and national character. 
In Teddy’s time 
public 
opinion and 
the public character 
had 
not 
been 
sapped and mined. 
In a just cause be 
could depend on having the great mass 
of Americans solidly behind him at 
any moment. Now there are too many 
who, though citizens, are 
not 
trly 
Americans. 
By this propaganda or 
th at they have been transformed into 
something else. 
Teddy would have 
had a name for them. 
Franklin D. 
Roosevelt has to fear them in any 
question of taking a real stand in an 
international m atter. 
This is the w eakness of the present 
position of an American President in 
dealing with the arrogance of another 
country. 
Not until 
the 
m atter has 
gone so far that the people are actual­ 
ly clamoring can he demand a show- 
j down with another country and mean 
It. 
Are the Japanese ignorant of this 
weakness? 
It is not likely. 
If they 
a re fooled it is w e who have fooled 
' them , by not taking a stand we mean 
on anything and so encouraging them 
to go ahead up to the point where we 
suddenly explode and both countries 
find themselves in a war that neither 
expected nor wanted. 
In that case 
we 
have fooled our­ 
selves also—San Francisco Chronicle.

The health condition of the average Ameri­ 
can citizen is 100 years behind what it should be 
Dr. Abel Wolman of Baltimore, Md., new president 
of the American Public Health Association, said. 


Despite the fact that the death rate for the 
first half of the year in the United States was 
lower than at any time in history, it was still far 
too high compared with what can be done by the 
widespread use of existing medical and health 
knowledge in a national health program, he 
stated. 


A truant officer at Hazelton, Penn., reported 
to school officials that checking on the absence 
of a score of boys from the high school led to the 
discovery they were working on WPA jobs. 
The 
officers ordered the boys back 
to 
school 
and 
threatened to arrest their parents under the com­ 
pulsory attendance laws.

probably 
wanted a finished education, so took the short cut. 


Dr. McEwen of the Scripps Institute of Ocean­ 
ography predicts a warm, rather dry, winter for 
California. 
Dr. McEwen originated the system of 
weather prognostication based on a study

weather cycles and sea surface temperatures. lie 
found that weather runs in cycles, the longest 
generally 25 years. The crest of the present long 
cycle is due, bringing a moderate deficiency in 
seasonal precipitation for 1938-39, according to 
his opinion.

Eminent Authority on Police 
Education and Training Says: 


The Sheriff’s Office, which is one of the most important of­ 
fices to the taxpayers, is unlike that of any other county officer or 
public servant. There are no two days or two nights alike and ev­ 
ery investigation calls for different tactics and a greater display 
of efficiency, a wider knowledge regarding crime and of coping 
with the criminal as well as employing up-to-date methods of the 
latest technique. 


During the first term in office he can be likened to the preface 
in a text book. He merely gets a n outline or an insight into the 
work he is expected to accomplis h. He just gets a start into know­ 


i n g the exact conditions throughout the County; getting acquainted with the peo­ 
ple, learning to know some few criminals and their methods of operation. Once 
he has reached th a t point he can begin to study the ways of combatting crime 
and the means of apprehending the criminal. Then he must learn what consti­ 
tutes evidence, how to interpret it, how to preserve it and how to introduce it 
into court. An experienced Sheriff secures the evidence and in so doing saves 
the taxpayers thousands of dollars through the elimination of trials. When he 
has grasped those material and im portant m atters meaning so much to success­ 
ful prosecution he can then get down to actual crime prevention work. In most 
counties of the United States people are beginning to realize the importance of 
the value of training and experience in the sheriff’s office. Long ago they dis­ 
carded the old idea of “So Many Terms and Out.” They have begun to realize that 
experience, knowledge and efficiency is worth money to them as taxpayers. They 
have recognized the greater safety with those who have the experience. 
The Sheriff who goes out of office afte r servng two term s or more takes with 
him all the knowledge he has acquired. H e cannot turn that knowledge as a whole 
over to his successor, therefore the cycle of learning must start all over again 
and the taxpayer is the one who pays f or it.

Benjam in F ranklin Bledsoe, form er 
United S tates judge, died of a heart 
attack Sunday at his San Bernardino 
m ountains home n ear Crestline. 
T he 
64-year-old 
Southland 
civic 
leader and national president general 
of the Sons of the Revolution was ap­ 
pointed a Federal judge by President 
Wilson in 1914. 
He resigned in 1925. 
Born in San B ernardino Feb. 
8, 
1874. Judge Bledsoe was educated at 
Stanford University. 
Adm itted to the 
bar in 1S96, he was a United States 
referee in bankruptcy from 1898 to 
1910. 
He was a Superior Court judge in 
San B ernardino county from 1901 to 
1914. 
11 ■ was a form er Grand M aster of 
Masons, G rand Com mander of K nights 
Tem plar and Grand C hancellor of the 
K nights of Pythias in California. 
He had w ritten articles on constitu­ 
tional law and was aw arded a doctor 
of law s degree by th e U niversity of 
Southern California in 1920. 
W hile on the Federal bench. Judge 
Bledsoe tried a case in which 
the 
Federal government challenged 
the 
patent rights of the Southern Pacific 
to California oil lands values at more 
than 1500,000,000. 
He ruled the railroad had no true 
knowledge of their value w hen 
the 
lands were selected in 1866. 
His civic positions w ere varied. He 
served as m em ber of the San B ernar­ 
dino City Public Library board 
of 
tru ste e s for 14 years, 
holding 
the 
presidency during eight of these. 
He 
was president of tile San Bernardino 
Y. M. C. A. from 1911 to 1914 and a 
member of the Y. M. C. A. sta te ex­ 
ecutive com m ittee since 1912. 
He had been president of the Los 
Angeles Grand Opera A ssociation In 
1924-26. 
From 1924 to 1927 be was 
Tice president of the Com m unity Wel­ 
fare Federation, operating the 
Los 
A ngeles Com muntiy Chest. In 19:12 he 
was president of the Los Angeles Ora­ 
torio Association. 
In 1925 he w as defeated in th e pri­ 
m aries when tunning for m ayor of 
Los Angeles. 
in university days he was elected 
to Phi Heta Kappa, honorary scholar­ 
ship fratern ity ; Delta Upailón social 
fraternity and Phi Delta Phi legal fra­ 
ternity.

Aqueduct will be made available only 
to cities and areas now o r hereafter 
included within the legal boundaries j 
*f the M etropolitan W ater D istrict, 
was em phatically declared In an of­ 
ficial statem ent released today by the 
W ater Problem s Com mittee 
of 
the 
District Board of Directors. 
Stating th a t the policy of the Dis­ 
trict Board requires that the ultim ate 
area of the D istrict be lim ited to the 
extent that will perm anently guaran­ 
tee an adequate w ater supply for all 
parts of the District, the W ater Prob-j 
lems Com mittee set forth the term s 
upon which w ater sales m ay be m ade 
and tlie bases 
upon 
which 
outside 
areas may be accepted 
to 
m em ber­ 
ship in the District. 
Authorized by the D istrict Board to 
deal with annexation applicants, the 
W ater Problem s Committee set forth 
the following official conditions gov­ 
erning future annexations: 
1. Colorado River Aqueduct w ater 
will be available only to cities and 
areas now or hereafter included w ith­ 
in the legal boundaries of The M et­ 
ropolitan W ater District of Southern 
California. 
This 
is 
the established 
policy of the District Board of Direc­ 
tors. 
It m eans th at aqueduct w ater 
will not he sold or released under any 
term s to any area as long as such area 
is outside the boundaries of the Dis- 
tricL 
2. 
The 
ultim ate 
capacity of the 
aqueduct perm its the extension of th e 
present D istrict area w ithin certain 
definite lim its. 
All D istrict areas are 
to be assured an adequate and de­ 
pendable w ater supply, and the te rri­ 
tory ultim ately to be included w ithin 
th e D istrict shall not he larger than 
th at 
which 
perm anently can be a s­ 
sured such an adequate supply. 
3. 
In treatin g with applicants for 
annexation, the D istrict will give its 
favorable consideration only to areas 
of sufficient size and w ater require­ 
m ents to justify as economically feas­ 
ible the delivery of aqueduct w ater. 
Preferably such areas should be so 
located as to control the entire pro­ 
duction of w ater 
from 
local under­ 
ground w ater basins affected. 
4. 
The ra te 
at 
which 
aqueduct 
w ater is to be sold to D istrict areas 
has not been fixed by the Board of 


Directors. 
The 
Board 
lias 
given 
favorable consideration to the possi­ 
bility of selling w ater on a base rate 
as low as 48.00 per acre foot, such rate 
to tie made effective only in th e event 
that there is a positive assurance that 
it will result in increased w ater use 
sufficient to justify its adoption.

additional charge will 
be 
m ade to 
cover the cost of softening and filter­ 
ing that portion of the supply which 
may be so treated, 
such 
additional 
charge to apply only to the w ater that 
may be softened and filtered. 
5. 
The Board has given its favor­ 
able consideration to a policy under 
which areas hereafter annexing to the 
D istrict will be perm itted to pay ac­ 
cum ulated hack taxes over a twenty- 
year period with no interest charge 
during the period of am ortization.

In a recent issue of your new spaper 
there appeared a le tte r from a Mr. I. 
P. Leach concerning the saving of a 
51,000.00 per m onth by the sheriff by 
operating a laundry in the county jail. 
Mr. Leach questions that such a sav­ 
ing is being effected and in reply I 
wish to state the following: 
I do not doubt Mr. Leach’s sincerity 
in 
th is 
request. 
He is, I presume, 
afte r inform ation. 
I do not wish to take up too much 
space in your colum ns but I tru st you 
will perm it m e the space to make the 
following reply: 
W hen a person 
is 
arrested 
and 
brought to th e county jail, the first 
thing th at occurs a fte r the person is 
booked, is to take his clothing from 
him and give him a bath. 
His perso­ 
nal clothing is then laundered or ster- 
lized (depending upon its condition for 
cleanliness) and stored. 
T his is t'.ie 
first item of expense in the procedure 
to keep the jail clean and sanitary and 
to preserve th e h ealth of those con­ 
fined therein. 
Com pleting his b ath, the inm ate is 
then issued fresh, clean clothing, sox, 
underw ear, sh irt, trousers and jacket. 
His bedding is next given to him which 
consists 
of 
fresh, 
clean 
m attress, 
blankets, sheets, pillow, and 
pillow 
slip, and towels. 
If th e person rem ains in the jail for 
only one night, the bedding and cloth­ 
ing is sent down to th e laundry. W here 
you have a tu rn o v er daily of from 7 
to 20 prisoners you can readily see 
how th is m ounts up. 
Then there are the persons who are 
confined in the jail for longer periods 
o f tim e, a m onth or 60 days. Periodical­ 
ly, usually weekly, all of the bedding 
including m attresses, and clothing is 
changed. 
W ith 85 to 125 persons in 
the jail It is not hard to see w hat the 
laundry requirem ents am ount to. sev­ 
eral hundred blankets, pairs of sox, 
shirts, underw ear, trousers, 
jackets 
and tow els weekly 
This same procedure is followed in 
the wom en’s jail. 
In addition to this the sheriff does 
th e laundry for the o th er jails, such 
a s the jails located at Blythe, Indio. 
Banning. Beaumont. Hem et. San Ja ­ 
cinto and others. 
In addtiion to this 
there is the linen work in the kitchen 
a t the county jail. 
Com paring the 
com m ercial laundry rate s and w hat it 
costs to do the work at the county 
jail it is easy to com pite the figures 
shown. 
If the m oney is not spent, 
then it is saved. 
All of the 
laundry 
work is done by “tru sties" in 
the 
county jail. 
They receive no compen­ 
sation for this work. 
This form of cleanliness and making 
■of sanitary conditions in the jail go to 
safeguard the health of the persons 
•confined. 
T here is no justification in 
injuring o r exposing a person's health 
to disease just because he happens 
to be in jail. 
The state and county health depart- ¡ 
m ents 
have 
repeatedly commended 
Sheriff R ayburn's procedure in 
jail 
cleanliness and sanitation, as have I he 
state and federal jail inspectors. This 
is one of the reasons for the Riverside 
county jail receiving the rating 
as 
A-l. 
The federal governm ent, having tak ­ 
en cognizance of these facts 
have, 
from tim e to tim e, lodged their pris­ 
oners at Riverside. 
F or this service 
th e county has received in paym ents , 
from the governm ent over $40.000.00, 
which has gone into the county treas­ 
ury for the benefit of th e taxpayers. 
Mr. Leach m akes reference to the 
increase in the work of the sheriff s 
office as com pared to th e 
cost 
in­ 
crease and arbitrarily tak es the years 
1933-34-35-36-37, 
forgetting 
that 
the 
statem ents he refers to takes in the 
entire adm inistration of Sheriff Carl 


F . Rayburn. 
When Sheriff R ayburn took office 
in 1931 the budget 
w as 
$95,000.00. 
(A dditional equipm ent purchased 
at 
th e time of m oving into new quarters 
in the court house brought the total 
expenditures over $112,000.00). 
Mr. Leach cites the budget item of 
1937-38 of $148.000.00, but docs 
not 
com pare this figure w ith the 1931 fig­ 
u re of $95,000.00 o r $112,000.00, which 
■ever he chooses to use. 
The adver­ 
tisem ent refers to the increase in ex­ 
penditures and th e increase In work 
from the time Sheriff Rayburn took 
office until the present time. 
If the 
com parison is m ade betw een 1931 and 
1937 the increase of expenditures is 
only 62%, while the work has 
in­ 
creased 271%. 


It Is tru e th at since 1931 th e bud­ 
g e t has fluctuated, the expense being 
in keeping with the am ount of work 
necessary to do, which shows the ef­ 
ficiency of the sheriff. W hen the work 
decreases, the expenditures decrease. 
W hen the work increases the expendi­ 
tu res increase, ju st the sam e as in any 


business. 
If fees, fines, recovered property 
an d m iscellaneous revnues are taken 
in to consideration, Sheriff Rayburn s 
office ha* not cost th e taxpayers a 
c en t. 
He has returned to them the

O thers, 
more idealistically inclined, w ere sure 
that women would vote in the mil- 
lenium— cleanse politics, turn all ra s­ 
cals out of office, ensure chem ically 
pure legislation and enthrone sain ts 
in public affairs. 
So far, women, as voters, have prov­ 
ed m erely th at they think and vote 
very much the sam e as men do. And 
action of C alifornia women in 
the 
present cam paign contributes fu rth er 
evidence that extrem ists of 1920 were 
wrong on both counts. 
Consider, for instance, 
organized 
but wholly independent action by m en j 
and women on the three m ost con 
troversial proposals on the 
general 
election ballot. 
Those are No. 20, the 
“Single Tax”— Sales Tax Repeal m eas­ 
ure. which would place the 
entire 
state tax burden upon real property; 
No. 25, the ”$30 every T hursday” pro­ 
posal; and No. 13. the Revenue Bond 
Act. which would reduce to a bare 
m ajority vote th e constitutional two- 
thirds vote requirem ent for floating 
bonds. 
Officers of the California S tate Fed­ 
eration of W om en's Clubs—re p re se n t-, 
ing a considerable cross-section 
of 
women of all political faiths— consid­ 
ered the three proposals very 
care­ 
fully—and officially turned “thum bs- 
down” on all three. 
M eantime, the Commonwealth C lu b ; 
of California, a m en’s organization na­ 
tionally famed for strict observance 
of its m otto, “G et the Facts” was mak- , 
ing an exhaustive study of ballot pro-1 
posals—a study including dissection of 
every sentence of the texts, and hear- j 
ings of advocates of both sides. W ith j 
the "pro” and "con" argum ents before 
them — the m en voted precisely as 
their wives and sisters and m others 
had. 
Here, m aking separate studies 
of 
ballot proposals of far-reaching im ­ 
portance. two groups 
of intelligent 
Californians arrive at identical conclu­ 
sions. 
T hat one body is m ade up of 
women and the other of men seem s 
to indicate clearly enough that any 


supposed difference betw een the rea­ 
soning processes of the sexes on leg­ 
islative m atters is slight enough to be 
indistinguishable. 
If either sex were 
barred, 
then, 
from participation in th is particular 
election, the results, evidently, would 
not differ greatly from the results we 
shall read in our new spapers on the 
m orning of Novem ber 9 —a conclusion 
of decided economic as well as psycho­ 
logical interest.

WPA at Cleveland, Ohio, has inau­ 
gurated a "H elp-a-Papa” service for 
needy fam ilies 
which 
are 
deprived 
tem porarily of their m others because 
of illness or other causes. 
Mrs. Jan et B. Benedict, W PA sup­ 
ervisor, prefers to call it the "H ouse­ 
keeping Aid project.” She said that 1 
about 200 housekeeping aids work fori 
the project. 
They are train ed by 13 ' 
supervisors. 
Mrs. Benedict explained how the pro- j 
ject operates: 
W hen a m other becom es ill and 
fath er is left helpless w ith a house | 
to m anage and children to care for. ‘ 
the project sends one of its aides to j 
the rescue. 
The w orker has been tau g h t at the 
project headquarters how to deal with 
alm ost all household em ergencies. The 
headquarters consists of th ree rooms 
furnished, with the facilities of a typi­ 
cal home. 
“The aides learn how to get a meal 
out of anything they find in th e home 
to which they are sent," Mrs. Bene­ 
dict said. 
"F or exam ple, one family m ay have 
only a basket of tom atoes, a pound of 
rice and some cheese. 
From theBe 
supplies the aide m ay concoct a dish 
of cheese and tom atoes for one meal, 
rice and tom atoes for another, cheese 
and rice for the th ird and can th e re­ 
m aining tom atoes,” 
Mrs. Benedict said that m any fami­ 
lies have no w ashing m achine and 
m ust w ash clothes in the dishpan. 
"The aides are taught how to make 
a dishpan as effective as a washing 
m achine,” she said. 
She added that they learn also how 
to darn socks, scrub floors, budget j 
m eals and teach children 
to 
bathe ^ 
them selves.
